None of these people 
has taken any leave in the last 
year or more. T hey are afraid to 
back to the reserve, deathly a f­ 
r a id that they w ill be chopped 
for not chopping their em ployer.

and locks them iii him self 
No Questions Asked 
O ne of 
the most inexplicable 
facets of the mass m urders here 
is the fact that recently the M au 
M au killed a mother, father and 
child. No m atter what his tribe, 
the one thing in w hich an

rem ains 
constant 
is 
his 
love for children, his ow n or a n y­ 
body else’s children. In the re­ 
cent m urder of Ute Ruck fam ily, 
they enticed the man out first; 
killed him , and then 
killed 
the 
w ife when she came to in vesti­ 
gate. Then they went 
upstairs, 
broke down the door of the room 
in w hich a six-year-old child was 
sleeping, and hacked the boy to 
bits. 
As • result of the recent killings, 
certain areas have been declared 
no-man’s land, and he who moves 
thereon is shot without question. 
Special commandos have been or­ 
ganized among the whites, and, in 
the K ik u yu tribe itself a counter 
Mau M au movement, called A thi- 
gani, has set itself to tread out the 
snakes in its midst.

Congress, a com m ittee Of gov­ 
ernors, and local officials last year 
studied the problem of overlap­ 
ping taxes. The House W a ys and

erlapping is growing "increasing­ 
ly com plex” and that an eventual
